Mr. Schwab at home, and, after several 
lays’ search ocated him while he was 
eating breakfast. Mr. Stuart was invited 
in and made a guest. Mr. Schwab ad 
mitted he had the gems, but said that he 
had not imported them himself and had 
ne idea that they had been smuggled in. 
The gems were taken before Collector

\usTIN, lTex., Dec. 26.—This is the best 
season of the year for hunting pearls in the 
Concho river, in west Texas. The stream 
is at a low stage and the hunters are en- 
abled to carry on their search with much 
less difficulty and discomforts than if there 
was high water in the river. There are a 
number of pearl hunting camps _ located 
along the upper course of the river and 
some valuable finds have, recently, been 
made. For a number of years the pearl

Meeting of the Creditors of D. Stone & 
Son. 

A meeting of the creditors of D. Stone 
& Son, jobbers in jewelry, 532 Broadway, 
New York, as announced in THE CrrcULAR- 
WEEKLY, last week, took place in the after- 
noon of Dec. 24, at the Astor House, New 
York. The meeting was called by Meyers, 
Goldsmith & Bronner, counsel for the debt- 
ors, and was attended by about a dozen 
creditors, representing a great part of the 
indebtedness. Mr. Bronner, one of the at- 
torneys, stated that the firm’s assets were 
about $9,600, and their merchandise liabili- 
ties about $17,000. Of the assets the stock 


was worth from $7,000 to $8,000; the fix-: | 


tures from $700 to $1,000, and the cash on 
hand amounted to about $600, while there 
was equity in real estate of doubtful or no 
value. 

When asked about open accounts, Mr. 
Bronner stated that within a couple of 
davs of the meeting the book accounts, 
which had been purchased at $55,000, were 
mortgaged for $40,000, and a second mort- 
gage for $6,000, had been given to T. LI. 
Smith & Co. In addition, there were liens 
for taxes and other things on the property, 
to the amount of $2,500. This property 
was deeded in October to T. I. Smith & Co. 
The property at 713-715 Broadway, Brook- 
lyn, he said, was purchased for $35,000, was 
mortgaged for $20,000, and had liens 
amounting to $6,000. 

A general discussion then took place, 
after which Mr. Bronner made the cred- 
itors an offer to settle at 10 per cent. cash 
and 10 per cent. in notes satisfactorily en- 
dorsed and, in addition, stipulated that 
whatever equity there might be in the real 
estate should be turned over to the credi 
tors. On the motion of Mr. Krower, a 
committee were appointed to investigat¢ 
and report at a future meeting, the commit 
tee being D. L. Safford, secretary of the 
Jewelers’ Association and Board of Trade; 
and Mr. Folsom, an attorney who attended 
on behalf of the Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade, of Providence. These two 
will appoint a third member of the com 
mittee and investigate and report in the 
future.

THE OPTICAL AND PHYSICAL 
PROPERTIES OF MICA. 


lddress by Prof. Silvanus P. Thompso 
F.R.S., before the British Optical 
Society. 
I have chosen the sub- 
ject of “The Optical and Physical 
Properties of Mica,” for my lecture, this 
evening, because I have found the study of 
the optical and physical properties of that 
substance exceedingly interesting and I 
have found it very hard to get any informa 
tion about it from books. And therefore, 
as it is rather an obscure but an intensely 
interesting branch of optics, I thought it 
might be worth while to put together what 
I have learned and to tell you about it. 

In the first place, I suppose I need not do 
very much to emphasize the difference be- 
tween mica and talc. This material (mica) 
which you all know, is transparent, thin, 
flexible, easily capable of being split into 
thin sheets and is used nowadays for very 
many purposes, such as lamp shades, fronts 
of furnaces and innumerable other services. 
It is also used in a variety of electrical ap- 
paratus as an insulating material. It is a 
material which is perfectly familiar to 
everybody, and yet people will persist in 
calling it talc. I have in my hand here a 
piece of real talc. and I think you will agree 
that a stone more optically different from 
true mica would be hard to imagine This, 
tale is soft, splitty, fibrous more or less, 
and if you examine the sample, you will sec 
that it would be of precious little use to 
anybody for any optical purpose. There 
fore I will say nothing more about talc, but 
confine my remarks entirely to the subject 
of mica. 

Mica is the generic name given to a num- 
ber of minerals, all of them essentially 
mixed silicates—silicate of magnesia, sili 
cate of alumina or silicate of iron, along 
with potash and other chemical elements, 
combined in certain relations rather than in 
certain proportions. They all agree in hav 
ing this easily laminated character, in hav- 
ing a certain curious crystalline structure, 
and though they differ considerably in their 
compositions, they are all very nearly of the

try from Russia, trimmed round with a 
sickle at the edge, and already split into 
fairly thin pieces, but capable of being split 
again and again. The natural form of it, 
before it has been split and dressed, is very 
different. Here I have a thicker slab of a 
natural crystal of Muscovite. You will see 
it has, generally, roughly speaking, a sort of 
six-sided appearance. It occurs in this 
way as rough crystals. These things are 
found in various parts of the earth, and are 
found of very different sizes. Here I have 
a little sample of granite containing mica 
which I picked up, last Summer, in Glen- 
Sannox in Scotland. Then I have another 
piece which is of a somewhat dirty appear- 
ance, with a contorted grain, and not at all 
transparent ; here is another specimen which 
is fairly shiny and here is a piece of micace- 
ous schist which is really much more like 
the talc I showed you just now. Here I 
have a sample of mica which looks very 
much like snow or powdered silver. I be- 
lieve that has been heated in order to get it 
into those white silver flakes. And here is 
a material found native in Germany—I am 
not sure if this particular specimen is nat- 
ural or artificial, but it is a golden mica 
which is flaked up in the same way and 
called by the Germans “Katzen-gold,” or 
Cat-gold. Whether you find it in small 
flakes mixed with other constituents like 
that Scotch specimen, whether in irregular 
lumps, in small crystals or large, it has the 
same peculiarity of being readily cleaved in 
one particular direction into thin sheets. It 
has been found in certain places of enor- 
mous size. In Virginia they once found a 
crystal which weighed about a ton, and it 
was nearly three feet across and more than 
a foot thick, but it could be cleaved into 
large sheets. Here I have a sample not of 
that particular piece but a portion, one of 
those six-sided crystals but clipped across at 
one side. It is nearly 20 inches across. 
Chere is a slice, not very transparent, of a 
brown color, and there are several others 
on the table here, intended simply to exhibit 
the crystalline form. The one I have now 
in my hand is a sample of Australian mica, 
not Muscovite, but a specimen of the last 
variety shown on my list, namely, Lepido- 
lite, of a purple or peachy color. Here is 
another sample of this same Australian 
Lepidolite, and here is a bit of brown Phlo- 
gopite. I have here samples of most of the 
different kinds of mica. Here, for instance, 
is a block of the kind known as Biotite, 
which is very flexible, but very splitty. It 
breaks up easily and is not a very useful

here of the very black kind known as Lepi- 
domelane. It is black because it contains 
iron and manganese—principally iron, both 
in the ferrous and the ferric state. It is an 
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exceedingly black sort, and is usually found 
in thin flakes. Of Zinnwaldite I have n 
sample; it is rather rare, but it is only in 
teresting because it differs somewhat, ex 
ternally, from the others. I have shown 
you the Lepidolite because it contains a 
large amount of the element lithia. All 
these, with the exception of Zinnwaldite, 
may be said to have a certain primitive 





form, the same form as this block of wood 
here (Fig. 1), which, as you see, is a sort 
of six-sided form, but not exactly the same 
on all the six sides; two of them are 
straight and the other six generally are 
more or less sloping. We find, as a mat- 
ter of fact, that the crystal has certain 
properties in the direction across from one 
straight side to the other, in which direc- 
tion, marked AB in Fig. 1, its properties 
differ from the properties in other direc- 
tions. This you will learn presently when 
I say more about them. 

Mica does not belong to the hexagonal 
system of crystals, however. It was for a 
long time thought to belong to the rhombic 
system; that is to say, the system of which 
the primitive form is somewhat of the 
shape of a match box, with three different 
axes in three different directions at right 
angles to one another. But it is now known 
that it does not belong to the rhombic sys- 
tem (Fig. 2); it really belongs to the form

called monoclinic, wherein two of the axes 
are at right angles to one another and the 
third is oblique to the other two; as though 
the shape had been raked or tilted over 
(Fig. 3). Now I suppose you will say this 
hexagon does not look very much like a 
square block raked over on one side. No, 
perhaps not; but then remember the exter- 
nal form of the crystal is determined very 
often by its tendency to split. Take, for 
example, the common double refracting Ice- 
land spar. The crystalline form, to which 
we should refer it as a system is the six- 
sided system, having a principal axis around 
which the other axes are grouped symmet- 
rically. But, as a matter of fact, the natural 
planes of cleavage, which are three in num- 
ber, are all three inclined to the axis of the 
hexagonal system. Consequently, when you 
have split this up it splits up into rhombo- 
hedrons. It imitates, in one sense, the mo- 
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linic form, but, nevertheless, it is, opti- 
ly, a crystal having but one axis and be- 
nging truly to the hexagonal system. So, 
the same way, this crystal mica, which 
mgs to the monoclinic system, imitates 
hexagonal system by its cleavages. It 
s various cleavages, but one particular 
ne, which is more pronounced than the 
her—the plane parallel to which it cleaves 
s considered as its base, and we have, 
ictically, to consider it only with respect 
this plane of cleavage. Now the mono- 
ic and rhombic systems both of them, as 
as the hexagonal, are systems which, 
ause they have these inequalities in their 
ces, are not symmetrical around and along 
eir principal axes, as the other systems, 
e cubical, the tetragonal and the hexag- 
nal systems, are. So not being symmetri- 
| around one axis, the consequence is that 
the rhombic, the monoclinic and the tri- 
clinic system have two oblique directions 
through the crystal which are axes of max- 
mum elasticity with axes of minimum 
elasticity at right angles, and, therefore, 
they are optically biaxial. They will show 
in polarized light symmetrical patterns 
round the two axes instead of giving sim- 
ple rings around one axis. 
Herein lies the easiest method of discrim- 
inating the different kinds of mica, as to 
whether they are biaxial or uniaxial, and if 
biaxial how wide apart the axes are from 
one another. I will come to that perhaps 
presently. Once more I will draw your at- 
tention to the general six-sidedness of the 
uutline of this crystal. The rest of the 
samples in this group are intended to show 
you how this crystalline form reappears in 
ertain of the natural angles. Here is a 
viece, for example, a piece with the natural 
six sides, and I think cut a little out of true 
n one case. Here is another piece which 
s, in fact, two put together naturally as a 
twin crystal. One of the difficulties in hand- 
ling mica is that it is so apt to split, and, 
therefore, I must ask you, much as you 
would desire to do so, to be very careful 
try and not on any account split my 
srystals for me.

Toric Lenses. 


A CORRESPONDENT desires to know 
4 what a toric lens is. We suppose he 
desires to know both the form and the spe- 
al virtues of the toric lens, if it has any. 
The word derived from the 
word “tore,” an architectural term, refer- 
ring to the ringed support usually found 
iround the base of a circular column. The 
veculiarity of the tore is that its curvature 
s so much greater laterally than it is longi- 
One of the most familiar ex- 
mples of the tore, barring its imperfec- 
tions of outline, is the ordinary doughnut, 
so called, made up round with a round hole 
n the center. Such a doughnut is perhaps 
to 12 inches in circumference around

the outside, but around one side gf it at 
right angles to the larger curvature it is 
scarcely over two or three inches. The 
curvature the short way around it is very 
much greater or more intense than it is the 
long way around it. 

A toric lens is a lens fashioned upon this 
principle, that is: its curvature is greater 
in one meridian than in the meridian at 
right angles thereto. The toric element is 
in one surface of the lens only, the other 
usually being plane or of a spherical curva- 
ture. Only two meridians of the toric sur- 
face—and they are at right angles to each 
other—have a uniform curvature, one of 
them having the greatest, the other the 
least curvature of any line on the surface, 
drawn as nearly as may be in one direc- 
tion across such surface. All other merid- 
ians vary in curvature from point to point. 
Che result of these features in the form of a 
lens surface is to give the meridian of the 
toric surface having the maximum curva- 
ture also the maximum dioptric value or 
power and the opposite meridian the mini- 
mum dioptric value or power. This is pre- 
cisely the effect produced by combining a 
sphere and cylinder on opposite surfaces 
of a lens, or of putting cross cylinders of 
unequal power on opposite sides. As the 
latter are used for the correction of astig- 
matism, toric lenses serve the same pur- 
pose. 

The grinding of toric lenses is a more 
expensive operation, naturally, than the 
grinding of sphero-cylinders and, there- 
fore, except they serve some special pur- 
pose or have special advantages, there 
would be no need of them. Undoubtedly 
there are many cases in which a pair of 
toric lenses possess special advantages. 
Among these we may mention the follow- 
ing: In high myopia or hyperopia combined 
with slight or considerable astigmatism, to 
obtain the correction required with a 
sphero-cylinder it is necessary to grind the 
whole sphere on one surface and the cylin- 
der upon the other. In a compound of 

10D.S. 2 +.50D.C., this would make 
a quite heavy curvature—that of a + 20D. 
biconvex—upon one surface. A toric lens 
equivalent could be made with a spherical 
surface of +5D.S. on one side and a toric 
surface of +5D.S. > +.50D.C. on the 
other, producing a lighter and less cumber- 
The increased ex- 
pense of the toric lens would count for but 
little with a large class of people whose 
eyes need such a correction.

The first two months of each trimes- 
ter would have 30 days each; the third, 31. 
This would make 364 days. The 365th day 
would have no date; it would be intercal- 
ated between Sunday, Dec. 31, and Mon- 
day, Jan. 1, and called “the day of the year.” 
For bissextile years a day called “the bissex- 
tile’ day would be intercalated between 
June 31 and July 1. 

On this plan all the dates would be fixed 
absolutely and the date of Sunday would be 
easily calculated. It would always be a 
multiple of 7, diminished by 30 or 60, ac- 
cording to the second or third month 
of the trimester. Suppose, for in- 
stance, that the date of the trimes- 
ter was 42 (7 x 6), then 42 less 30 
would be 12, making the 12th day of Feb 
ruary, May, August and November a Sun- 
day. In the same way 77 (7 x 11) less 60 
would be 17, making the 17th of March, 
June, September and December a Sunday. 

Another very simple method would be to 
keep in mind the numbers 7, 5 and 3, which 
would represent respectively the dates of 
the first Sunday of the successive months of 
a trimester. An interesting fact is that the 
last day of each trimester would be a Sun- 
day, since 31 + 60 91, a multiple of 7. 
Commercially speaking, it might be said 
that all the months would have 30 days, 
which would simplify the calculation of in- 
terest and accounts considerably. 

There would be many other advantages in 
the system. In particular, the fixed festivals 
and fairs, as well as other annually recur- 
ring days, such as the commencement and 
end of races, the resumption of sessions of 
tribunals, etc., awould always occur on the 
same day of the week. Christmas would al- 
ways come on Monday, the Assumption on 
Wednesday, July 14 (multiple of 7) on a 
Sunday, St. Martin’s on Saturday, and so 
= . 

With reference to religious observance, 
Sunday would be observed as in the past. 
There would be, it is true, at the com- 
mencement of the year a week of eight days, 
but the supplementary day being New 
Year’s, a day almost universally devoted to 
other occupations than work, would not 
introduce the week of eight days without 
rest. For the bissextile year the oujection 
would be more noticeable, but this would 
occur only every four years, and every one 
would be at liberty to make use of the bis- 
sextile day as he pleased. 

It has often been proposed to make the 
Winter solstice, that is, Dec. 21, the initial 
day of the year. This could be readily 
realized with the proposed calendar, by 
omitting the bissextile day for 40 years 
which would bring the date to the right 
point without any sudden change.

Christmas and the Punch-Bowl. 





(The Pottery Gazette, London.) 


| N TURNING over an old number of 

the Gentleman’s Magazine lately 
(dated 1784) we were greatly interested by 
a letter which gives some old and curious 
particulars on our subject. We copy a part 
of the letter, and we see by it how these 
festivities were carried out, in which the 
wassail, or punch-bowl, took a very conspic 
ous part: “In that part of Yorkshire (near 
Leeds), says a correspondent, where I was 
born and spent my youth, I remember when 
[ was a boy, that it was customary for 
many families, on the twelfth eve of Christ- 
mas to invite their relations, friends and 
neighbors to their houses to partake of sup- 
per, of which minced pies were an in- 
superable ingredient; and after supper was 
brought in the wassail-cup, or wassaii-bow], 
being a large bowl such as is now used for 
punch, filled with sweetened ale and roasted 
apples. I have seen bowls used for this 
purpose that held a gallon. A plate of 
spiced cake was first handed about to the 
company, then the wassail-bowl, of which 
everyone partook, by taking with a spoon 
out of the ale a roasted apple and eating it 


and then drinking the health of the company 


out of the bowl and wishing them a merry 
Christmas.” 

We cannot say that we should, in the 
twentieth century, enjoy this curious mix- 
ture, but our forefathers had few imported 
luxuries to imbibe, and this may account 
for inventions such as spiced ale and apples. 
How much pottery poetry is there in the 
punch-bow1! Our forefathers used it at their 
family and festive gatherings; and their 
granddaughters, ves, and their great- 
granddaughters, too, use it for roses and 
Who can go far enough into the 
antiquity of bowls to tell of their 
origin, or of their generality? Their va- 
riety clearly points out they were for the 
highest people of quality, as well as for 
the lowest; they were costly—very costly 
in many varieties left us as antiquities—and 
they are found often as heirlooms in the 
humble homes all over the country.

his family, minus the intoxicating element. 

That it was a method of refreshment 
years ago, both to the toper as well as to 
the anti-toper, is a matter of history; and 
the ladling of it out with a whalebone ladle 
into glasses was a part of the pleasure, 
whether hot or cold. Who has not seen 
that ladle of whalebone, often having a 
guinea at the bottom of its bowl, or some 
coin or memento of the family history? 

How largely Staffordshire was interested 
in the manufacture of punch-bowls! Many 
remain, much prized by collectors, of pro- 
ductions by Wedgwood, Spode, and many 
early potters. No decoration seemed out of 
place for a punch-bowl; flowers, figures, 
poetry, fun; indeed, anything from art to 
iollity. 

And who shall say that society has im 
proved now the punch-bowl is no more? 
Imbibing around the festive board openly, 
and no one ashamed, has been superseded 
by more costly and potent liquids, and pub- 
lic licensed bars, with bad liquors; costly, 
and often bad, wines have come in place 
of the punch-bowl, which benefit nobody 
but the licensed distributors. 

Our grandfathers. knew of what the 
“flowing bowl” was composed, and if there 
were spirits or wine in it they knew they 
were good, from their own cellars. Still, 
perhaps, some may congratulate society that 
the bowls are now supplemented in their 
use for roses and beautiful flowers, and so 
be it. 

It may be a century or less 
English gentleman, such as Dendy Sadler 
delights to portray, ordered his five shilling 
or twenty shilling bowl of punch at his fre- 
quented hostelry at Christmas, and it was 
passed round, from the often costly bowl, 
in punch glasses, beautifully cut by che 
early glass cutters, who gloried in the bril- 
liant diamond-cutting which they invented, 
and which has gone out with the age. 

What has become of the dress of these 
gentlemen? Their colored coats, with brass 
embossed buttons—the pride of the Birm- 
ingham button maker; the pretty vest, often 
worked in silk upon velvet or satin; and 
the necktie, too, which wrapped around the 
well held neck, fastened often with a dia- 
mond brooch, while, with his silk gloved 
hand he held his Malacca cane, mounted 
in silver or gold? 

Well may we sigh for the age of punch- 
bowls, diamond-cut glass, and the departed 
elegance of our great-grandfathers !

Soldering with Acetylene.—The hea 
developed by the acetylene flame is so i 
tense that it permits of effecting strong so 
dering without the aid of a special blow 
ing apparatus. It is successfully employe 
wherever gas or electricity cannot be use 

Antique Oxidized Silver.—Immerse t} 
articles to be oxidized into one of the fol 
lowing baths: Sulphide of potassium, hot 

ulphydrate of ammonia, hot, adding the: 
to 1-10 of perchloride of iron, hot; concen 
trated extract of eau de Javelle; bath com 
posed of equal parts of sulphate of copper 
and sal-ammoniac in strong vinegar. The 
objects should not be left in these bath 
any longer than the time necessary for ob 
taining the desired shade. To produce en 
tirely white surfaces, pass a wad charged 
with a solution of cyanide of potassiun 
lightly over them; the reliefs will be white 
while the background is oxidized. For 
slightly silvered pieces, the baths should not 
be very strong, otherwise the silver coat 
ing will disappear and the copper be laid 
bare. It must not be omitted to wash the 
pieces several times in water, when they 
come from the bath, nor to dry them well 
Care should be taken in handling the cy 
anide of potassium, which is a_ violent 
poison. 

Coloring Common Gold.—In coloring 
gold below 18-karat, the following mixture 
may be used with success, and if carefully 
employed, even 12-karat gold may be col 
ored by it: Take nitrate of potassa (salt 
peter) 4 parts, by weight; alum, 2 parts, 
and common salt, 2 parts. Add sufficient 
warm water to mix the ingredients into a 
thin paste; place the mixture into a small 
pipkin or crucible and allow to boil. The 
article to be colored should be suspended by 
a wire and dipped into the mixture, where it 
should remain from 10 to 20 minutes. The 
article should then be removed and well 
rinsed in hot water, when it must be scratch 
brushed, again rinsed and returned to the 
coloring salts for a few minutes; it is then 
to be again rinsed in hot water, scratch 
brushed and finally brushed with soap and 
hot water, rinsed in hot water and placed 
into boxwood sawdust. The object being 
merely to remove the alloy, as soon as the 
article has acquired the proper color of fine 
gold it may be considered sufficiently acted 
upon by the above mixture. The coloring 
salts should not be used for gold of a lower 
standard than 12-karat, and, even for this 
quality of gold, some care must be taken 
when the articles are of a very slight

Repairing China. 


1 gaat NCE is the principal stock-in 
trade of the repairer of artistic china, 
a broken article having often to be ce 
mented, taken to pieces, and cemented 
again, no fewer than five or six times be 
fore the artist is satisfied with his work 
Missing portions are made good with 
plaster of paris, the plaster, when it is set 
and hard, being deftly carved with sharp 
tools into the required shape. It is then 
coated with lacquer or gum to give a non 
absorbent surface, and afterwards with a 
fine brush and water colors; the original 
decoration is reproduced with fidelity.
